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Post office returns to Churchinford 
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CHURCHINFORD is bucking the trend and regaining a 
service it had previously lost - much to the delight of local 
residents. 

A post office is returning to the village in the Black- 
down Hills and will operate daily in the Churchinford and 
District Community shop, affectionately known as “Har- 
rods in the hills” by locals. 

The shop, which has been entirely staffed by volunteers, 
has gone from strength to strength since it first opened in 
a portable building in the village hall car park in 2010. 

The village and surrounding community had been left 
without a shop after the decision to close the post office 
meant that running it was no longer viable and it closed 
in 2008. But now the shop and post office are up and run¬ 
ning again.

Nick Strange, Chairman of the board of Volunteer Di¬ 
rectors said the return of the post office would be a huge 
lifeline to many local residents. 

“It is relied on by many for collecting pensions, busi¬ 
nesses use it for manual banking and of course everyone 
uses it for buying stamps and posting parcels. The village 
has very limited public transport links and there is no 
other post office for seven miles, so having this facility 
is really a necessity.” 

It is anticipated that the shop and the post office will be 
mutually beneficial and in order to ensure the smooth run¬ 
ning of both facilities, the shop will be employing three 
local people to manage the new service and the potential 
increase in business. 

Volunteers are the backbone of the day-to-day work¬ 
force and there are currently 63 volunteers aged between 
15 and 81 who cover opening hours from 8am to 6pm on 
weekdays, 8am to 2pm on Saturdays and 10am to 12pm 
on Sundays. Shifts are managed in two hours slots. 

Many volunteers have regular shifts and many offer re¬ 
lief cover as necessary. 

Mr Strange added: “We really are inclusive and every¬ 
one is encouraged to do what they can without being 
pushed out of their comfort zone. The volunteering aspect 
of the workforce really does engender a sense of pride

and support for our ‘Harrods in the Hills’ and 
we also pride ourselves in encouraging young¬ 
sters to gain work experience in a friendly and in¬ 
spiring atmosphere.” 

The shop attracts a strong regular customer base 
that travel from nine surrounding parishes, some 
do their weekly shop with us while others top up 
as needed. 

People are encouraged by competitive pricing 
(margins are kept as low as possible), a very 
friendly welcoming environment, and the oppor¬ 
tunity to chat with friends over a hot drink and a 


sweet treat in the coffee shop. 

Mr Strange continued: “A full time post office 
can only add to the appeal of this wonderful gem 
of a shop which started life in a portable building 
in the village hall car park and which has grown 
now into a source of local pride in its own pur¬ 
pose built premises, all in the space of five busy 
years.” 

Churchinford and District Community Shop is 
run by a board of Volunteer Directors and is a non 
profit making Community Interest Company. 

It is run for and on behalf of its members, and 
anyone can become a member.

Training centre teams up with

AN East Devon farm-based con¬ 
ference and training venue has 
formed a partnership with a local 
outdoor pursuits company to boost 
the facilities it offers to its clients. 

Colliton Barton, on the outskirts 
of Broadhembury between Honi- 
ton and Cullompton, is developing 
its services and has brought in out¬ 
side activity experts the Outside 
Adventure Consultants Ltd. 

Lucy Trevelyan, Events’ Co-or¬ 
dinator, said: “We have a great 
venue here, which, being based on 
a working dairy and poultry farm 


is ideal for agricultural and rural 
skills training courses and the con¬ 
ferences we currently hold. But 
we wanted to be able to offer peo¬ 
ple that something extra. 

“With our new ‘away days’ we 
offer companies just that, a real 
chance to get away from the of¬ 
fice, try their hands at some new 
pursuits, whether that is archery, 
clay pigeon shooting or many of 
the other things we will have on 
offer. It is great to be able to link 
up with an experienced company 
like the Outside Adventure Con¬ 


sultants to do this. 

She added: ‘We will, of course, 
continue to offer our services to 
our agricultural and veterinary 
clients, we have a vet school based 
here and we run our own courses. 
The rooms are perfect for confer¬ 
ences and training and are also 
available to hire by local groups or 
companies.” 

The facilities at Colliton Barton 
include a large conference room 
which has a capacity for up to 45 
people, a smaller ‘break out’ room 
and catering facilities. 


A TOTAL of 37 people, aged from five-years-old to 
80-years, plus nine dogs, set off on a sponsored walk 
from Yarcombe Church led by Bryan Drew from the 
Five Alive Mission Community.

Majority of the walkers completed the 14 miles with 
many of the children also making it to the end, in¬ 
cluding five-year-old Giles Burrough.

Perhaps the highlight of his life 
was when he was selected to carry 
the Olympic torch on part of its jour¬ 
ney round England. Afterwards he 
was given this torch by his sponsors 
and he brought it with him to show 
to members, who were also intro¬ 
duced to his assistance and compan¬ 
ion dog Tessie.
